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LEVEE VALUATION 
SUIT UP TO JUDGE 
WITH JURY WAIVED 


Cape Girardeau, July 1.—Defense 
testimony was resumed today in 
a 
set-back levee condemnation suit 
in 
which counsel waived jury trial be­ 
cause they told Federal Judge Fari« 
they believed 
the defense 
had 
no 
right to it. That position in the sec­ 
ond largest of the Government suits 
pending 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
Southeast Missouri 
floodway 
was 
somewhat surprising. 
Attorneys for 
other land owners consumed a con­ 
siderable portion of Federal Court’s 
last session here in arguing for the 
right of jury trial. 
The present case is that 
of 
the 
Francis Ralph Realty Co., a holding 
concern for the 2060-acre Mississippi 
County farm of Dr. and Mrs. Ralph 
E. Niedringhaus of 
St. Louis. 
The 
viewers’ award for the 193 acres tak­ 
en for right-of-way, with consequen 
tial damages to adjacent land, 
was 
$59,477. 
This did not include right- 
of-way for a drainage ditch, 
which 
is included in these proceedings. 
The defense asked that the view­ 
ers’ award be affirmed but the Gov­ 
ernment excepted to it. 
Judge Paris 
remarked that he could 
not 
agree 
with defense attorney, J. L. London’« 
statement that he was not entitled I > 
a jury. 
He repeated, as he previous­ 
ly ruled, ti a' a statute of 1888 gave 
clear right to a jury, save if it should 
have been repealed by implication in 
the flood control act, the language of 
wrhich was insufficient for repeal. 
While nothing like this was stated 
in open court, it may be noted 
that 
the amount involved in this case is 
considerably larger 
than 
in 
those 
where juries have been 
strenuously 
demanded. 
It probably would be dil- 
ftcult to obtain 12 men in this part 
of the State whose sympathies could 
be excited in terms of anything like 
$50,000. 
In this situation, whether 
or not this was a deciding factor, the 
defense chose to put its case up to 
the informed discretion of the Court, 
rather than depend on ‘^Hrechmaking 
to jurymen. 
The course of the

was described to the Court by Theo­ 
dore T. Knapp« n, Cairo area 
engi 
neer. L. T. Berthe of Charleston, civ­ 
il engineer and advocate of flood con­ 
trol, listened intently at the elbow of 
defense 
counsel. 
Cross-examination 
by James Finch, New Madrid attor­ 
ney and influential politician, devel­ 
oped into a barrage 
of 
engineering 
Technicalities largely

by 
Berthe, who has met the Jadwin plan 
with violent objection at every turn.

THE D M BURN 
A FOOD FACTORY 


It is not my purpose in this article 
to discuss in detail the various regu­ 
lations which are in effect all over 
the country regarding dairies. 
Both 
public demand and City ordinances 
are 
demanding 
more 
expensive 
barns in order that every 
possible 
safeguard may be thrown around the 
milk, from the cow to the table. 
Therefore, the dairy barn, next to 
the home itself, is the most im port­ 
ant building on your farm. 
If 
you 
are building a new barn, there are a 
few' points you ought 
to 
keep 
in 
mind. 
It will save you possible trou 
ble and expense later. 
If your pres­ 
ent barn is not what it should 
be, 
changes can be 
made 
which 
will 
bring il up-to-date. 
Let us assume you are building 
a 
new barn. 
Walls of hollow' tile 
or 
concrete blocks are popular because 
they are fireproof and they provide 
for the free circulation of air, thus 
making the interior dry and warm.

repairs and the wall lasts a 
long 
time. 
Now, very satisfactory walls 
can he made of lumber. 
In that case 
an inner and outer wall is advisable 
to provide air space, with tar paper 
between to make it warm. 
Stone or brick can 
be 
used 
walls, and they will stand like 
the 
rock of ages, but beware of a solid 
wall with no air spaces! 
Cement, or 
concrete, is the best for floors. Dirt 
is the cheapest, and comfortable for 
the cows, but most unsanitary. 
In 
case of disease a dirt floor cannot be 
disinfected. 
Wood or cement gutters 
help some, but at best dirt is a make 
shift. 
A tightly constructed wood floor 
with air space underneath to 
keep 
the wood dry, and with coal tar be­ 
tween the planks to make it water 
proof should last eight to ten years 
They are harder to 
keep 
sanitary 
than cement, it is true. 
Cement will cost little more 
than 
lumber in most localities. 
It is long- 
lived and easy to keep 
clean. 
T1 
objection to cement, that it is cold 
and causes udder trouble, can be ov­ 
ercome by putting a layer of cinder 
under the cement, and using plenty 
of bedding. 
In laying the floor the 
surface of the cement is left rough, 
to prevent slipping. 
In the stalls a 
wooden platform is a good thing or 
better yet, cork brick on the cement 
foundation. 
In building the cement stalls there 
should be a slight depression 
near 
the manager so that cows may reach 
their food easily and not slip to their 
ki 
. 
The rear of the stall has 
a 
slope also to allow drainage so that 
the cow is standing on the level. 
Concrete managers are 
fine 
be­ 
cause they can be thoroughly clean­ 
ed. 
Put a removable partition be­ 
tween each manger so that the ani­ 
mals will not get into each other's 
feed. 
The reason for making them 
removable is to permit flushing out 
the manger with a hose. 
A simpler 
way of keeping the cattle from get­ 
ting into each other's food is to run 
two or three iron bars across 
be­ 
tween each feeding section. By build 
mg the feeding platform on a level 
with the top of the manger the food 
an be pushed back easily. 
However, 
by building the manger about six in­ 
ches higher than the 
alleyway

prevent dirt and dust from the floor 
mixing with the food.

State highway patrols have been 
an important factor in reducing high 
way accidents and the efficiency 
of 
the patrols in this direction stands in 
direct ratio to the m ileage of

patrolman’s beat, according to an an 
alysis prepared by the Research 
and 
Statistical bureau of the Automobile 
Club of Missouri. 
The g reater the mileage the patrol 
man is required to cover, the great 
er the hazard and actual experience 
of accident, and the more 
com pact 
the beat, the more efficiently the pa 
trol officer works with proportionate 
reduction in automobile accidents. 
The Auto Club is 
studying

road patrol laws of other S tates with 
a view of recommending to the next 
session of the State 
le g isla tu re 
bill embodying the best features 
of 
all other States w here the patrol i 
m eeting with success. 
Reports from 
a large m ajority of the S tates th a t 
now have a S tate road patrol show 
a marked decrease in the num ber of 
highw ay accidents. 
In one State, however, there are 
10,000 miles of State road patrolled 
by only 20 officers.

ficers are charged with the responsi­ 
bility of patrolling 15,000 miles 
of

that the labor income was only $1.41 
when the hen'- received feed valued 
at $1.53 per hen per year, while hens 
receiving feed valued at $2.34 
pro­ 
duced a labor income of $3.18. 


The hen should be considered as a 
m anufacturing plant 
that 
converts 
grain and mash into eggs and m eat 
when she lays n >re eggs she requires 
more feed. 
However, the increased 
production is obtained with a re la ­ 
tively small increase in the am ount 
of feed consumed. 
A 
considerable 
portion of the hen’s ration is used to 
m aintain her body, and only the su r­ 
plus is used for productive purposes. 
Consequently, any increase 
in feed 
consumed will 
increase 
production 
and result in greater profits. 


It is not uncommon during 
the 
sum m er for bens to practically cease 
laying when their feed 
is 
limited. 
Liberal feeding is always most p ro ­ 
fitable. 
This applies especially to the 
feeding of laying mash which should 
be kept before the hens constantly, 
in feeders large enough to m ake 
it j 
easy fo r“them to obtain feed. 
N u m ­ 
erous instances have been observed 
where poultry raiser^ have doubled 
their flock production 
w ithin 
four 
weeks during the sum m er by increas­ 
ing the mash feeder space when 
in­ 
adequate feeders were 
being 
used. 
Best results a re 
ootained 
when 
a 
mash feeder 10 feet long, with feed­ 
ing -pace on both sides, is provided 
for each 100 hens. 


Laying mash contains 
the 
meat 
scrap that has a tendency to stim u­ 
late egg production, and must 
bt* 
supplemented with a suitable am ount 
of grain to m aintain the hens body 
weight. 
Hens th at are perm itted to 
become thin lay very poorly. 
A daily 
ration of one gallon of grain in usu­ 
ally "ufficient to keep 100 
hens 
in 
good condition. 
Complicated laying rations are not 
necessary. 
Many farm ers have 
ob­ 
tained excellent results feeding, 
in 
addition to oyster shell, laying mash 
consisting of 200 pounds of 
yellow 
corn meal, 200 pounds of shorts, 200 
pounds of bran, 150 pounds of meat 
scraps, 7 1-2 pounds 
of 
salt, 
and 
shelled yellow corn for grain. 
If an 
abundance of skim milk is available 
for hens, the m eat scrap in the mash 
mav be reduced one-half.

tial damages to adjacent land, 
was 
$69,477. 
This did not include right- 
of-way for a drainage ditch, 
which 
is included in these proceedings. 
The defense asked that the view­ 
ers’ award be affirmed but the Gov­ 
ernment excepted to it. Judge Fari* 
remarked that he could 
not 
agree 
with defense attorney, J. L. London’s 
statement that he was not entitled to 
a jury. He repeated, as he previous­ 
ly ruled, that a statute of 1888 gave 
clear right to a jury, save if it should 
have been repealed by implication in 
the flood control act, the language of 
which was insufficient for repeal. 
While nothing like this was stated 
in open court, it may be noted that 
the amount involved in this case is 
considerably larger 
than 
in 
those 
where juries have been* strenuously 
demanded. 
It probably would be dif­ 
ficult to obtain 12 men in this part

THE D M BARN 
A FOOD FACTORY 


It it not my purpose in this article 
to discuss in detail the various regu- 
lations which are in effect all over 
the country regarding dairies. 
Both 
public demand and City ordinances 
are 
demanding 
more 
expensive 
barns in order that every 
possible 
safeguard may be thrown around the 
milk, from the cow to the table. 
Therefore, the dairy barn, next to 
the home itself, is the most import­ 
an t building on your farm. 
If 
you 
are building a new barn, there are a 
few points you ought 
to 
keep 
in 
mind. It will save you possible tro u ­ 
ble and expense later. 
If your pres­ 
ent barn is not what it should 
be, 
changes can be 
made 
which 
will 
bring it up-to-date. 
Let us assume you are building a 
new barn. 
Walls of hollow tile 
or 
concrete blocks are popular because 
they are fireproof and they provide 
for the free circulation of air, thus 
making the interior dry and warm. 
There is practically no expense for

repairs and the wall laatf a 
long 
time. 
Now, very satisfactory walls 
can be made of lumber. In that case 
an inner and outer wall is advisable, 
to provide air space, with tar paper 
between to make it warm. 
Stone or brick can be usad 
in 
walls, and they will stand like 
the 
rock of ages, but beware of a solid 
wall with no air spaces! Cement, or 
concrete, is the best for floors. Dirt 
is the chespest, and comfortable for 
the cows, but most unsanitary. 
In 
case of disease a dirt floor cannot be 
disinfected. Wood or cement gutters 
help some, but at best dirt is a make­ 
shift. 
A tightly constructed wood floor, 
with air space underneath to 
keep 
the wood dry, and with coal ta r be­ 
tween the planks to make it w ater­ 
proof should last eight to ten years. 
They are harder to 
keep 
sanitary 
than cement, it is true. 
Cement will cost little more 
than 
lumber in most localities. It is long- 
lived and easy to keep 
clean. 
The 
objection to cement, that it is cold 
and causes udder trouble, can be ov­ 
ercome by putting a layer of cinder 
under the cement, and using plenty 
of bedding. 
In laying the floor the 
surface of the cement is left rough, 
to prevent slipping. 
In the stalls a 
wooden platform is a good thing or 
better yet, cork brick on the cement 
foundation. 
In building the cement stalls there 
should be a slight depression 
near 
the manager so that cows may reach 
their food easily and not slip to their 
kr.:c:. 
The rear of the stall has 
a 
slope also to allow drainage so that 
the cow is standing on the level. 
Concrete managers are 
fine 
be­ 
cause they can be thoroughly clean­ 
ed. 
Put a removable partition be­ 
tween each manger so that the ani­ 
mals will not get into each other's 
feed. 
The reason for making them 
removable is to permit flushing out 
the manger with a hose. 
A simpler 
way of keeping the cattle from get­ 
ting into each other’s food is to run 
two or three iron bars across 
be­ 
tween each feeding section. By build­ 
ing the feeding platform on a level 
with the top of the manger the food 
tan be pushed back easily. 
However, 
by building the manger about six in­ 
ches higher than the 
alleyway 
we 
prevent dirt and dust from the floor 
mixing with the food. 
In building a 
cement manger, be sure to have all 
corners round to make the cleaning 
easier. 
The building of a gutter is im port­ 
ant from the standpoint of cleanli­ 
ness. 
A width of sixteen inches and 
a depth of ten or twelve 
inches 
is 
recommended. 
Too deep 
a 
gutter 
may cause the cows to slip and 
in­ 
jure themselves. 
At the same time 
they should be of such depth that the 
cattle will not stand in them 
with 
their hind feet. 
Have the edge 
of 
the gutter that is nearest the cow a 
little higher than the edge next the 
alley so that the cow will gradually 
step up. 
When it comes to 
selecting 
the 
stanchions, any number of styles are 
available. 
The stanchion most popu­ 
lar, perhaps, hangs on a swivel 
at 
top and bottom. 
It is made of steel 
and has a wooden 
lining. 
This 
is 
quite an advantage over 
the 
rigid 
stanchion because it allows the cow 
greater freedom. 
A slip chain tied 
to a double post is also comfortable. 
As a final touch to a model dairy 
barn, have two or three box stalls, 


depending upon the site of the herd. 
They are invaluable for tick animals 
and for pens in which to place calv­ 
es. If possible, the stalls should be 
in another part of the barn, away 
from the milking cowe.

STATE HIGHWAY PATROLS 
NEEDED IN MISSOURI 


State highway patrols have been 
an important factor in reducing high­ 
way accidents and the efficiency 
of 
the patrols in this direction stands in 
direct ratio to the mileage of 
the 
patrolman's beat, according to an an 
nlysis prepared by the Research and 
Statistical bureau of the Automobile 
Club of Missouri. 
The greater the mileage the patrol­ 
man is required to cover, the great­ 
er the hazard and actual experience 
of accident, and the more 
compact

a large majority of the States that 
now have a State road patrol show 
a marked decrease in the number of 
highway accidents.

are profitable when 
given 
suitable; 
care ami proper feed. 
The definite 
relation between the feed cost 
and 
labor income is shown by the 
fact 
that the labor income was only $1.41 
when the hens received feed valued 
at $1.53 per hen per year, while hens 
receiving feed valued at $2.34 
p ro 
duced a labor income of $3.18. 
The hen should be considered as a 
manufacturing plant that 
converts 
grain and mash into eggs and meat 
when she lays more eggs she requires 
more feed. 
However, the increased 
production is obtained with a rela­ 
tively small increase in the amount 
of feed consumed. 
A 
considerable 
portion of the hen’s ration is used to 
maintain her body, and only the sur­ 
plus is used for productive purposes. 
Consequently, any increase 
in feed 
consumed will 
increase 
production 
and result in greater profits. 
It is not uncommon during 
the 
summer for hens to practically cease 
laying when their feed 
is 
limited. 
Liberal feeding is always most pro 
fitable. This applies especially to the 
feeding of laying mash which should 
be kept before the hens constantly, 
in feeders large enough to make 
it 
easy for“them to obtain feed. ‘ Num­ 
erous instances have been observed 
where poultry raisers have doubled j 
their flock production 
within 
four 
weeks during the summer by increas­ 
ing the mash feeder space when 
in 
adequate feeders were 
being 
used 
Best results are 
ootained 
when 
a 
mash feeder 10 feet long, with feed­ 
ing space on both sides, is provided 
for each 100 hens. 
Laying mash contains 
the 
meat 
scrap that has a tendency to stimu­ 
late egg production, and must 
be 
supplemented with a suitable amount 
of grain to m aintain the hens body 
weight. 
Hens that are permitted to 
become thin lay very poorly. A daily 
ration of one gallon of grain in usu­ 
ally sufficient to keep 100 
hens 
in 
good condition. 
Complicated laying rations are not 
necessary. 
Many farm ers have 
ob­ 
tained excellent results feeding, 
in 
addition to oyster shell, laying mash 
consisting of 200 pounds of 
yellow 
corn meal, 200 pounds of shorts, 20<> 
pounds of bran, 150 pounds of meat 
scraps, 7 1-2 pounds 
of 
salt, 
and 
shelled yellow corn for grain. 
If an 
abundance of skim milk is available 
for hens, the meat scrap in the mash 
may be reduced one-half.
